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in LINDALE, GEORGIA 


About 70 miles northwest of Atlanta, Pepperell has one of the most modern 
cotton manufacturing units in the country. In this Lindale, Georgia, mill, 
spreading over 19 acres of manufacturing space, more than 2,800 men and 
women contribute their skill to making chambrays, coverts and many fabrics 
that are used in manufacturing overalls, work pants and work clothing of all 
kinds. 

The newest equipment that can be obtained is used in this mill. The 
special indigo dye machine and the special Sanforizing machines are two 
examples of the up-to-date equipment. The indigo dye machine processes 
enough yarn in one run to make 80,000 yards of chambrays. Six thousand 
miles of spun yarn pass through the machine at a given time. 

The eleven illustrations that follow give only a meagre idea of the 
vast amount of machinery that is required to make 1,200,000 yards of cloth 
each week—cloth that is used in making millions of garments for the working 
men of America.

The Pepperell mill in Fall River, Massachusetts, makes both rayon and 
cotton cloths. One section of the mill is exclusively devoted to spinning and 
weaving fine sheeting, broadcloths and marquisettes. Another section manu- 
actures rayon linings for men’s and women’s coats and suits. Both cotton and 
rayon fabrics are made according to the traditional Pepperell standards. 

The Fall River mill is an ideal plant to visit for a person desiring to see 
how cotton textiles and rayons are made. It is located well within the city 
limits of Fall River and is easily accessible. Although it is not as large as some 

o the other Pepperell mills, its compactness makes it possible to see all manu¬ 
facturing processes in a minimum of time. 

The cotton fabrics made here are used in making Pepperell Peeress 
rue Percale Sheets and Pillow Cases, in making curtains, men’s shirts, and 
or many other purposes. The different types of rayon cloths are used widely 
as linings for suits and coats, and for underwear and bedspreads.

in LEWISTON, MAINE 


After cotton and rayon cloths have been woven, most of them go to the finish¬ 
ing plant where they are bleached and finished, or bleached, dyed and finished. 
This finishing plant is located near the Androscoggin River, which rises 
in the Rangeley Lakes and which provides an unlimited supply of fresh clean 
water for the bleaching processes. 

Over the ten acres of floor space is spread machinery for boiling and 
bleaching, starching and drying machinery, all types of calenders for smooth¬ 
ing and imparting lustre, mercerizing equipment, napping, felting and 
shearing machines, Sanforizers and regular shrinking equipment, piece 
dyeing machines and all the most up-to-the-minute equipment required 
to produce finely finished rayon and cotton fabrics. 

Connected with the Bleachery is the Sheet Factory, where Lady Pep- 
perell and other Pepperell Sheets are torn to size, hemmed, labels sewn on, 
inspected and packed ready for shipment. About five hundred of the eleven 
hundred operatives of the Finishing Plant are employed in the Sheet Factory.
